So theſe Battologilts cannot be 
perſyaded to pray In that forme which they are tauglHr, and yet know 
not well how to pray withour it, whagreſuming alſo on-that ſaying 
of our Saviour — Dabitar 1m illa hera, 1t ſhall be given to you in thar 
hour what you ſhall ſpeak, do not care for an hour rogerher what they 
do ſpeak when they pray, as appeareth by cheir ſpeaking; But had they 
that love unto Chrilt or to his Churh as they do pretend, they would.

at the offering of. it. up he bowed as much as he could bow, for he bow- 
ed hi head, and gave up the ghoſt; and this may be ſuffictent ro 
ceachwiſe men both what belongerhto humility and civility in all our 
Sacrifices whatſoever. There are yet another kind of Claudicants 
who are lame in their Benevolences, tributes, or rather retribucions, 
'In which they ſhould nor be, if they*were as they ſhould be. Firſt, 
Becauſe St, Panl faith , That we have nothing but what we have recer« 
ved, and th2refore on reaſonable: conditions may more wlllingly 
partfromir., . Secondly , Bzcauſe Tully tetlerh us that— —Noz nobes 
ſolum nati ſums, Weare not born for our ſelves alone, and ſogoeth 
on,—Partem Patria, our Countrey will expe& a part, which patt is 
Conſtancy 1nour Countrey-men, who when they travel with the 
Prodigal intoſtrange Countreys, they ſhould read the learned work 
of a reverend Divine, called — Qo vadis , that they may know 
whicher they dogo, before they go, and be careful inthe firſt place 
they do not change their Religion , unleſs it be ſuch a one as ſome of 
our new onesare, and then they need not fear, for no man will 
change withthem. Next , they muſt be ſo far from Arminianiſm , 
that as judicious Zaxch:ws faith , they muſt be neither Lutherans, 
Zuinglians, ( alviniſt, but Chriſtians; and that they may fo fill 
continue , they- muſt not read CMariinathe Scor , who will have 
Kings to be depoſed, if chey be nor of his peſtilent opinions 3 nor 
mult they meddle with CAHo/anus , who will have no faith with H2e 
ricicks, and yet they thatare the chiefe(t Hzriticks', muſt be judges of 
the Herifies,  Andif a Prince ſhall diſlike that which «they have 8 
liking unto,, nor Loyalty, nor Allegiance ſhall oblige them to do 
any thing but what they 11 , who will alſo ſo limit His Prerogative , 
char rather than He- ſhall be i» all Cauſes, as well Ecclefpaſtical 48 
Civil, Supreme Head 4nd.Governonr, they will take off His HEAD. 
And this isthe Praftice of Piety which of lace hath been brought 
over inro our Countrey , either by ſuch Tutors,or by their Diſciples, / 
for want of Conftancy at their return ; Inſomuch char many men 


knowing what we have been formerly , and —_ wht Weare nows 
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: The Creples Complaint, 
do admire to ſee our unconſiancy: Gregory the Great. looking on 
ſome of our Engliſh features which were taken captive , ſaid — A#- 
$/ qua/i Angeli, The Engliſh are as Angels ; but now our Netgh- 
our Countreymen looking into our nature, ſay, «Angle terre bonne 
ferre manvak gens , Englaxd isa good Nurſery, but the Nation js 1ll 
Nurcur2d, Nay, ſo unconſtant are we , or rather careleſs, that we 
have forgot our own Mother Tongue, for our ancient Language 
which was — Linzgaa monoſyllabicx , a Language of one iyllable , 
may. now be termed- -TxyT\oyic, or a confuſion of Languages , 
where by putting new pieces of cloth intoan old veſture , thinking 
to make it better, make ic worſe. For, Engliſh of it ſelf withour 
mixrure, is not :nferiour to any Language that ſzemeth to be of a 
hicher nature, Firſt, The Hebrew , Siriah, Calde, Arabeh, In- 
diav, Egyptick, Saracen, and all the Oriental Languages, which 
may be io termed, - as well becauſe their letters look Ealtward, as 
thar they are Languages of the Eaſt , have all dependance one upon 
the other, and have been corrupted, as appeareth by that Hebrew 
which was before Eſara, and that which was after him. Secondly, 
the I{lirick, Greek,French,Spaniſh, Roman, Italian, and all the Oc- 
cidental Torgues ſo termed as. well becauſe their Letters look unto 
the Weſt as that they are Weſtern Languages. I ſay,when in all theſe 
Languages there are ſo many ——S:ſquipedalia verba,or words of ſo 
many 61tables, that ſome of them will make an Hexamiter 01 long 
yerſe. Yet our true Engliſh conſiſting but of one fillable for the moſt 
oo (as the Hebrew Radixes do of three lercers) is ſo fignificant, thar 
© may well be termed our Mother tongue, becauſe in one fillable you 
tay finde not only the names of an innumerable company of crea- 
Cures both by ſea and land, but their natures alſo, as hot, cold, moiſt, 
dry, andall parts belonging to them, and to our own bodies ,' as a 
hearc co ſigh and groane for want of grace; a hand at hand to help 
friend, and give his bread unto the poor,who pine and die for want of 
It; aneyetoweep and ſend forth tears for time 111 ſpent, when all 
the time we have to live may nor be long enough to repent forthe. 
ill ſpending of ir, as hath been ſaid | 
Fleres þ ſcires torum tua tempora menſem 
R t1des. cum non ſit forſitan una dies, 

The men of Nizve heating that forty dayes ſhould end their 
dayes, made a Quadrageſſima or Falt of thoſe forty dayes ; not hae 
ving one day of feafting in it, unlefle it were ——Feſtuns cineris, & 
fealt of aſhes ; conſidering how ſoon to aſhes they migbr none,

But we with thoſe in the dayes of Noa, ear, drink, marry , andare 
merty,cait away all ſorrow, and yet with Feraſalem', do not know 
whether the day of our Viſitation may not be before ro morrow; 
Now as our Ergliſh are careleſs in keeping their Language from cor- 
ruption, ſo the true Brutans are as careful to keep theirs from being 
corrupted ; and though the D:alef may differ, yet the 1diom is fill 
the ſame, and not as much as an 7ota altei'd fincefirit it was ſpoken, 
as appeareth by an ancient Manuſcript, being one of David's Plalms 
written in Welch, and ſolong fitice, that we need not inquire for any 
other Original, 1c being as likely to be penned by David, and writ 
with his own hand, as any Pſalm made by Moſes, Aſaph, or any 0- 
ther; ſome of the words I have ſet down, and how they do agree 
with the writings of theſe times, any ingenuous Native ſhall be the 
Judge. Trugarog, a glaſ-lawn yw*r eArglwydd hwyrfrydic 1 1id 
a mawr 0 arugarogrwydd, The Lord tu fall of compaſſion, ſlow to 
anger,and of great mercy, Thus we may ſee,that how careful ſoever 
others are, yet we are careleſs of all ſuch thin-s as do concern us,and 
all for want of conftancy. And ſo we come to Courage,which 1s the ſe- 
cond thing that 1s required, which muſt be performed as often as any 
law:ul cauie 15 offered ; concerning which Courage , though every 
man cannot be a —- Mycins Scevola — to fly into the fire to 
ſave his Countrey from the flame, yer he muſt not'be a — Aecins 
Cepheſies, to fit full and be of no fide, when there is occaſion of fide- 
in2: Andifa man be a ephibeſeth, and not fit to fighr, then he muſt 
with Nicodemes, come by-night and ſhew his love unto his Lord with 
ſuch accommodation as may be conſonant to his condition, Firſt, 
when flags of defiance are ſer up at Sea, when fire and water do ftrive 
which of them ſhall out-rore each other, we muſt not like cowards, 
creep into our Cabins, or get within the gable ; .but with Saint Paxls 
follow-pafſengers, every man muſt be doing ſomething, that all may 
not be undone, S=condly, when bullers are flying in the field , we 
muſt not with the Ephraemires, turn our backs, and run away ſo faſt, 
that we ſhall out-fly the bullets ; but obſerve the word of Command 
viven to the Epheſians, — Sire, Stand, as a Statue, thougn the 
ſtorm be never ſo tempeftuous. Andnow as our Countrey hath ex- 
peaed her part,ſa Til hath appointed the next part for our Parencs, 
to whom we muſt not with the Hypocrites, cry, — Corban, prefer- 
ting a feigned Sacrifice before a filial Obedience ; bat with the Stork, 
wn TIT ay, who when their Dams are aged, and nor able to 


belp chemlelyes, do. nouriſh, chem as they were nouriſhed by them

when they were young. Bur if we will not learn of birds, we may 
learn of men, Anchiſes when he was left in the 770jan» flames , 
his ſon e/&zeas did not fear the fire, but ran into it, bearing his father 
on his back, and bringing him our of it, having more {ſmell of the 
fre abour him rhan the chree children had when they came our. of the 
fiery furnace: Wereadalſo of a daughter, who when her father was 
co be ſtarved in priſon, did feed him ſo long with her breaft-milk un- 
known to his enemies, that her piety at laſt being perceived, the - 
daughter was praiſed; and the father pardoned, Burt many of us are 
ſo far from this piety, that weare like thoſe Hippopotamr, or ſavage 
creatures who arethe deat of their Sire for the inſatiable deſire they 
have of their Dam ; or like Ari/orles Spiders, or Saint For Bap- 
tilts Vipers, who enjoy their lifz by the death of their genttors; or elſe 
why hath ic been faid as itis ſaid in St, Afarthew — Film ante diens 
patrios 1nquirit 14 44n9s, the children ſhall riſe up againſt their Pa- 
rents, and cauſe them to die, The laſt part that is expe&ed of us is 
from our friends, where although every man cannot be a Damoz and 
Pythins, a Pilades and Orestes, and Fonathan and a David, Yet he mult 
bz alter idem & ad aras, both as one and one unto the end 
—— na; bodas, in Spaniſh fignifieth a married couple, or a wedding, 
And though friends have not one body as man and wite have or ſhould 
have, yer they ſhould have bur one ſoul ſympathiſing both in their 
ſorrows, joys and ſufferings. There were in the memory of a man 
IWO——Didymi ot twins, who as it ſhould ſeeme , had but one ſoul 
berwixt them, for the firſt-borne was lively, chearful , and fell co the 
ret the other lay like a child fill-born,having ſo much heat only that 
there was hope of life; and in thoſe conditions they both continued 
about fix houts, bur when the ſoul had a&edits part with rhe firſt-born, 
ſhe began toenter into the other, and then the firſt-bora began co 
droop, and the later grew as lively as' the former did before, and ſo 
continued in their viceſſitudes and firange intercoutrſes fix dayes to- 
gether, keeping life and death berwixt them ; at laſt che ſoul being 
weaty and tiredas it were, with ſo many tranſmigrations, deparced 
from them,laving them both dead in that order as ſhe gave then life.

Þ!A21. He that hath a table, hath a friznd, bar he char hath no ca- 
ble, hath no friend, and ſo ſaith B:# Sirach, There « a friend at thy 
t:ble, but he will not continue in the time of affti&t:0n, The birds would 
never have come unto Abrahams bare Altar, but when the Sacrifice 
was on, he could hardly beat them off : here th: bodies are, faith our 
Saviour, the Eagles will reſort, Which words, a5 they have admitred 
ſundry contrary conſtrugions , ſome of them aluding to whar hath 
bzen faid, ſo 1t may admit this one confiru&ion more, that is, where 
bodies are ſubje& unto fin, eſpecially unto that filly fin of ſelf-love, 
therethe flatterers love to flock together, Who,as Carrain-Crows, 
pick ont the eyes of rotten ſheep while they are yetalive; ſo the 
A:rcererspick out the eyes of thoſe that love to bz flattered, infomuch 
that they have nor ſence to ſee how much they ſuffer in being ſo abu- 
ſed, _ as in the Epigram—P& Kai Azudig (500 Xogouog nikon

dead, the other while he is alive. Firſt, ſuch flattering friends had A- 
lexander, who being fortunate in all his fights, was perſwaded'by his 
Sichophants that he was a God, and begot by the God Amor, and not 
of Philip King of ALaceder , but being afterward wounded in a bat- 
tel, cried out-—— Ficcine (angurs do the gods uſe to bleed 
ſuch blood as this > and upon his recovery did baniſh all flatterers our 
of his Court, as Zrbanus Oftavu did all Jeſuites out of Rome.Second- 
ly, ſuch flatterers Ahab and Fehoſaphat had, perſwading them to go up 
to Ramoth Gilead, promiſing proſperity , but Ahab being wounded, 
found thatall the balme in G:/ead could not help him. Thirdly, ſuch 
a friend had Fans, if any faith may be given tohis Hiſtory, whoſe 
name was Mephauſtophilus, who made kim do more miracles than 
all Pharaoh his Magicians could do, but withal did cheat him bya Bill 
of exchange, which was much after this manner ——— «guoea . xa- 
«dav ixarouCic evea6da-- giving him Braſs for Gold,or making him 
enjoy the pleaſures'of this World for a ſeaſon, and then ſeized on his 
Soul: But had Fauſtus lookedinto the nature of the name of hts 
fartering Familiar, he would have found that — My Þxv5s@ Q1\Q» 
Mephanſtophilus had been nofriendto'Fav7w, nomore than ma- 
ny

ny are, who, are Favourites unto many : That friend then that muſt 
have ſuch a Part as Tally ſpeaketh of, mult be, ſuch a one who by his 
Councel may cureall our claudicant and lame diſeaſes. Firit, -Of 
our Podagra, or Lameneſs in coming to ſerve God. S2condly, Of 
our Gexogra, or Slovenly Bzhaviour in our Sactitices , or. ſerving 
God, conſidering alſo that the want of che wedding-garment 1n the 
Goſpel may be want of this our fivility. Thirdly, to cure us of our 
Chiragra or lameneſle in our hands whereby we cannot ſuppedtrate or 
help thoſe that ſupport us, tro whom we ſhould be in our benevolences 
Rhetoricians with open hands, as Gods hands are open unto us, and 
not Logicians, with ſuch clutchr fiſts and withered hands that 
(itins. fuftum ex manu Hercnlts- --men ſhould ſooner reſt a clubbe 
out of the hand of Hcrcales, than any benevolences out of our hands 
that ſhould comeceither to God or his Vicegerents, We read of a 
malevolent company of hide-bound members, who preſcribing ab- 
Ninence to the appetite, and debarring the belly of its due, within a 
ſmall rime Palbr im ore ſedit macies,in corfore totomm=their 
froward faces grew formidable, and each member grew macilent and 
leane, inſomuch that they all looked like Pharao? his leane kine , as 
all malicious men will do that pine away with repining at other mzns 
proſperity. Of which Envie thus 
'O 060g tst xamgov txa Ns T} nothev &v GuTd 
Thxe y&e Ploveefv Gupaoro Lou ngod\inn, 

Envie, though the moſt hatefuleR fin of allthe ſeven deadly ones, 
yet ſhe hath one good quality in her— Swppliciumgne ſunm off —— 
the hurteth none but her ſelf; And in ſuch condition are all thoſe 
who are coftive in their contributions and benevolences,eſpecially to 
thoſe that are their beſt BenefaRors, For on ri& examination we 


ſhall find that a ſubje& hath nothing that he can properly call his own, 
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but what he hath from his Yoveraign, FirR, it is true, that our Lord- 
ſhips do deſcend from our anceſtors, but who doth defend them? doth 
not the ancient Law ? and who doth defend the Law > doth not the 
King ? Yes, nor doth he only defend the Law, our Liberties, our life, 
bur our Religion alſo, for He is the Defender of our Faith. Second- 
ly, it is true, that we have our lives from our natural fathers and mo= 
thers, bur what is nature without a Nurſe ? Kings and Queens are ouf 
nurſing Fathers and nurſing Mothers : and oſes his life was not pre- 
ſerved by his mother as ſhe was his mother, but as ſhe was the Nurſe 
whom Pharaoh's daughter had provided for him.

Such a Proteftor of our Eſtates, ſuch at —— Omwen,or 
Foiter-Father, as the Hebrew termeth Him, have we, who is a Nou- 
riſher and Cheriſher even of His Churliſh Children, and well may He 
be termed an — Omen, who was Deſtined and Ordained for our 
D-liverance, when we were leftas Perdues in Dzſpaic ; from whom 
21ſo we have received ſo many favours, and by Him dodaily enjoy, by 
Gods great mercy,lo many bleſſings,that we may juſtly ſay, — © for- 
tunatos wiminm bona ſi ſua norint =—— Angligines, — Our Lot 
is fallen ina fair ground ; yea, out Fortunes, by the fruition of Him, 
are too fair, unleſs we had — ſome of us — more grace to con- 
fder ic, Had we an Abimelech, an Uſurping Bramble, who would 
Bathe and Imbrue his hands 1n the blood of his Brethren, or one, of 
whom it might be ſaid, — Omna te adverſum ſpettantia nulla re- 
torſum {oniþiermus, ——— Weſee all Goods come to thee j 
but no Good come from thee, Than to have ſaid, Nol#mu hunc 
Kegnare, This Man ſhall not Reign overus, had been a Noble Reſo- 
Jution : Then to have inquired whether the PUBLIC K-FAITH 
had any Executor or Adminiſtrator, who ſhould ſecure thoſe Sums 
which a man ſhould lend, had been in earneſt ( as one asked in jeſt) 8 
diſcreet queſtion : Then with old Pio, to have ſaid, —— Parcatur 
ſurmptii > — To what end is this waſte > had been worth the asking : 
Then with the ill Neighbour inthe Proverbs, to have ſaid, -—— Non 
ſam, non peſſum, n0n libet, eſſe domi., — I cannot lend to day, 
come again to morrow, the Anſwer might have been tolerated ; and 
if the morrow had been lels apt to lend than the day, thatday had 
been the better. But when there was a Man ſent from God, yea,and 
by an admired Miracle; when a Caro - Nuper ' de C ls, wn 
Newly, as it were, come down from Heaven : when we bad a King- 
char ſought not our Lives and Eſtates, bit our Good; yea, and more 
than His own, What good man ſhou!d think any thing too good for 
Him > The Jewes queſtioning with Chriſt whether they ſhould give 
Tribute to Ceſar or not, yet when they ſaw Ceſar's Image and Su- 
perſcription, which was, —- eAnguitus anguſto Deo : Auguſtus 
gverh himſelf to God ; the very fight of the Tribute-money made 
them ſilent, and filence gave conſent rhat they ſhould give Tribute 
unto Asguſty, and yet there was never cola Tax as at that _ :

But we not enly do daily ſee the Image of Ceſar, but Ceſar Himſelf, 
and in that Ceſar, theTinage of God; yea, and more viſibly in Him, 
than in any other Man, by reaſon of his Yicegerency ; who alſo 1s as 
much dedicated to God, as «Angn/ius Ceſar could be ; and yet ma- 
ny of us, not only make a queſtion whether we ſhould give Tribute 
anto Him or not, but are ready with thoſe fooliſh /ſraclites, to give 
away our ear-rings, andother filverlings, to ſet up again ſome gol- 
den Calf. Bur if they had ever heard of ——1brce grues, of Solomons 
birds in EccleſiaFtes, the one by revengeing the murder of 16s, the 
other by cevealing the very thoughts of any Conſpiracies againſt a 
King, there would not be {o many Achzrophels, or brethren wicthour 
orace and wiſdom , as their names do fignifie , who with eAhadb ta- 
king counſel of morethan four hundred falſe Prophers, make /ſrae! 
to fin, andif not in contriving, yet by conſenting, and if notin 
conſenting, yet in conniving, andnot preventing all ſuch Plots as 
ſhould be prejudicial tro His Perſon, or His Prerogative. Pilate did 
not ovly waſh his hands,as being innocent of Chrifts blood, although 
he was a ſtranger unto him , bur uſed all the means he might poſſible 
£o prevent it, he knowing, that they who were not with Jeb, were 
with 7ezebel; and what judgments God ſent upon Jexebels juggling, 
in ſending forged Letters up and down to have her bloody deſigns 
take effte& , the portion of Fezreel will inform you, where the very 


Dogs did ſcorn to touch thoſe hands of her , thathad ſo greata hand 


in innocent N,aboths blood. But for all this--- e.Ambubaiarum C ol- 
tegia: Cotton andhis Colledee, Lila andhis Diſloyalits , Parve/ 
and his Partners in New Englands Conclave, dodayly cry----Nols- 
1s Ci yolum,volumw Olivarum, We will have no Bar{abas,no Bar- 
Jonas, Not Him, but Burrabas; andif this were not the language 
of the Legion, for they are many , why ſhould ſo many--- Epicuri de 
grege porct, who for wantof ringing , lie rooting anddigeing , as it 
were, at that diſmal dormicary of them thar deſerved it, and cry 
with the Malevolent old man--- Azti/gonnm fodeo, I would have Mo- 
narchies Antagoniſt govern us again ; which if ic werenot ſo, why 
ſhould ſo many men of fair fortunes, dayly foment new Factions to 
make themſelves unfortunate > They that are skilled in the Geo- 
manticks and Pjromanticks , can tell you that there are ſranee ſpirits 
m them both, Viz. Vaſ«ugointheone, and Uzage in the other. 
Firſt , In Vaſago there is--- /as-=- the veſſel of wrath, - the head 
harching miſchief by counſel at home. Secondly, In---Viagothere 
%5---//s, force of Arms, ating violence by the hand abroad ; and

in what particular places they have been ated, God grant they never 
may be a&ed again ; and that we May--- Parcere perſonts,& dicere de 
v11145--- not ſpeak of the off:ndors, bur of their off<nces,this we may 
lately ſay, That they have been bountiful in their Bznevolences , buc 
---C44 bono, Tr to what goodend we cannot ſay : for what cid the Gi- 
Vers gain by all their great Summes : not a freedom with the Centu- 
rion, bur athraldom ; not their liberty, but a ſlavery ; and this was, 
b2caule they did not Pay their Tributes unto C # S eA 'R,, bur un- 
tochoſe that were rot C/ESARS friznds. And now what did 
they putchaſe by thoſe large loanes, but a long LENT, andnot of 
{ix w2eks, bur of more than fix years ? For as Lt was wont to be 
known by lean cheeks, pale faces, and poor clothes; ſo in their 
{(ireets ſome did appear like Anatomies, or walking graves, others as 
waiking to their graves, a third ſort as newly riſen from their graves, 
multirudes of men, women and children, walking half fat:lhedin 
the helds, all repreſenting the «Millinary*s firit reſurreion, only 
ſtil] retaining a few rags. The conſideration of which ca/amities, 
ſhould make men underſtand the meaning of rhe Moraliſt in thar of 
--- Mags carendo, qtam fruendo; that 1s, Good things are never 
kno.yn while they are enjoy'd, and good men beft lookr on when 
their places are void. Arz/t:des ſome ſay was baniſhed from Athens 
becauſe he was--- Virtutis vere cuſtos regiduſg, ſatelles,, ſojuſt, that 
men thought rhemſelves injured by his equity 3 bur when Juſtice was 
baniſhed with him, then Ar:/t:4es was a 200d man---Ayoe Mm nat ale 
ga werhoToOY, ſaith the K:l:adiſt, a Brewes never taſteth fo well, as 
when a man hath noching bur dry bread ; and Dari never knew the 
taſte of gooddrink, bnt when he drank Rinking water out of a dirty 

dicch ; nor did 1ſrae! ever know the comfort 1n having a King, buc 

wh. there was no King in Iſrael ; for when there was no King in //ra= 
el, and every man did what he lifted , ſee what they did ; Will was 
then reaſon, and yet there was no reaſon in their will, as appeared 
in th2t High Court of Juſtice, or rather h>rrid 1»q/iri0» of Cruele 
ty, in which whena King asking whether' there was any Court in 
which Reaſon might nc be heard , anſwer was made Him by one of

And where it is ſaid-——Dexs 
folus The Lord alone ſuſtained nz: — Solus——or alone hath 
relation as well to Davids tolitatineſle, as to Gods ſufficiency ; for 
D.vids fathr was not by him when he took the Lion by the beard , 
nor was his mother nigh him when he ſlew the Bear, and yet he was 
no more alone than he was when he wenr to fight againſt G o/:ah, for 
although E/rab and all his brethren left him, yer hz had a ſufficient 
Second to aſlilt him, for he told Saxl, that rhe Lord who had delivered 
him out of the month both of the Liow aud the Bear , world alſo deliver 
hins out of the hand of t he Phili5F1ne, Now as it- was well for David 
that he wasnot alone when he was alone, having the Lord to help: 
him ; ſo it may be ill wich thoſe that are alone, if their help cometh 

n2t from the name of the Lord, for they cannot be alone neither, 
though they are alone. Firſt, the Lunatick in the Goſpel was nor a- 
lone, not becauſe there is one be(ide himſelf, as ſome will have it, bur 
becauſe there is one ready to caſt him into the fire, or into the water, 
and then moſt ready when he is alone.

San! had as bada 
Spirit while he was Saw, as St. Au5tins was good, or elſe in his zzale 
he wonld not have made ſuch havock of the Church as he did. Nor 
had Sa! the ſonne of X:ſþ ſought to have killed Dav:d his beſt friend, 
if the Spiric of the Lord had not forſaken him, and a foul Spiric. entregl: 
MM.

in his roome.3 ſuch a Spirit had Abiwi/ech above named, unto whom 
the Spirit of hatred was ſent, asit is in them Sepragint, which Saint 
Hierom termeth---= Non Spiriturs malam, ſed Spiritumpeſſimum, the 
S»irit of malice, which is the worſt of Spirits, But if a man cannot be 
alone, why doth the Spaniard ſay Guardam: Dios d: mi, Keep | 
me O Godfrom my ſelf ; The reafon is, that if he ſhould be left a+ 

lone to his hot nature, and not have grace to qualifie ir, he ſhould be 
lefc in a ſad condition. When a Rabbi ſaith---Afarbe abadim,mai- 
be gaz:l--- Who hath many ſervants, hath many thieves, it need nor 
be meant of houſhold ſervants, ſuch as the cozening Steward,or the 
coverous Gehaxz ; the one robbing his Maſter of his Revenue, the 
other of his Reputation 3 bur of home-bred ſences ſiding with--Epz- 
thamia, or our natural concupiſcence, who as St. Paxliaith --- So g- 
Tov --- work tratagems again(t the ſoul, Secondly, When Chriit 
faith, A mans enemies are they of his own hoyſhold ; as the words may 
be ſpoken of a reviling Z:iphora, or a rebzllious Avſo/o2, or the like ;; 
ſo may they be taken myſticaliy of the Wife , which is the Will, af- 
fronting Reaſon, which ſhou!d be the Husband ; or of our corrupt 
aftc&ions, or fleſhly luſts, which are at ſuch enmity againitthe Spi-

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That we are afrowardand untoward Generation, hearing, and not 
hearing, becauſe not regarding what we do hear, nor confidering---- 
Quo tendimus omnes--=to what end our deſtiny may drive us, do divers 
rimes come toanuntimely end, Travellers who may talk any thing 
by authoricy, will ceil us, That ina Library in Chia there are extanc-

that in them we may chance to find a---Proprotoplaſius, an Adam 
before Moſes his Adam, and yet that ſhall be ſmall help te our Ge- 
nealogy, unleſs we can find an elder Eve from whom that Adam 
ſhould be born, if he were not created. But to ſpare this inquiſition, 
we may examine what thoſe yearsare, which are multiplied to ſo ma-

twrn ; but totake care that the ſhame of our »akedwſſe do not app: ar 
ſo much, thatwe may be clad of fig-leaves to coverirt, if we could 
finde them ; but if fig-leaves cannot be found, our offences will : for 
then there ſhall be no Latitats of Writs of Non mven- 
£145 all mult appear, andevery man mult anſiver at the 7:1bunal 
Seat of Chriſt, and receive a rcward fer whatever hath been dine in 
thoſe naked bodies, whether goodor cvil, When therefore in that Bath 
we ſhall ſee the water, we may not think on wantonnefſe, but conſi- 
der that the Sea mnuFl give up her dead ,vand ſo to have her diſcharge, 
When we ſhall ſmell che Brimſtone, that Hell muſt give up ber dead, 
and not as the Sea, to have a diſcharge, but onlyto ſhew them , and 
ſhut them up again.

And noxy for all this!falling-fickneſs is ſo fatal,and infe= 
ious, yet few follow the advice of Sr. Paul,which is, Let him that ſtandeth, 
tk; heed leſt be fall;and yet when he isfalling,no man that loveth his own 
quictnels will adviſe him co ftand,for man is-- Crews 11 vitium flett monte 
toribis ater, as pliable as wax to leave any impreſſion of fin ;on him, bur 
co take off the impreſſion by perſwaſion, will be as hard, as to waſh a« 
way the blood of ſome murder, which is done with ſo much difficulty, that 
though it be {lubbered over, would appear as the blood cf many murders 
do until this day, Imperfections of nature are divers times ſo prevalent in 
the parents, that their children do fare the worſe for them ; as when there 
is any deformity or crookedeſle in the father, ir doth commonly come un- 
to the child, and there 1s no doubt but that a child may bz like the father in 
condition as well as in proportion ; and ſeldom alſo ſhall we ſee any ble- 
miſh in the body, but rhere*s ſome ill condition attending on it. Yexrs is 
faid ro have a mole in her face, which mole did ſeeme to be a badge of 
beauty, but they that are skilied in phyſiognomy will cell you thatit is a 
mark of ſome ill quality ; for Mohalin H<brew is = /:tara, or a blot thar 
ſhould fall upon clean paper,and it is tobe admired that any beautyſhould 
make thoſe blots upon their faces by Art, which they have not by nature, 
unleſle they woutd make wiſe men think worſe of them than they are.More- 
over, we daily fee that deformities come unto fair features naturally want» 
ingno Aux'liaries of Art for augmentation ; If we will uſe Arr, it ſhould 
b2 to prevent deformity and other misfortunes,and not to augment them. 
For ourCriple may teach us that harms come to us ſooner than helps,vvho - 
had bzen long diſeaſed,and yet had no man to help him, nor was likly ever 
to have, having ſuch an adjun& to his ache as may eaſily be imagined ; for 
if his diſeaſe had been the Podagra, the Sciatica, or any lameneſle that 
might come within the compals of Phy/ick or Chirurgery,they would have 
killed or cured him within lefle time than ſo many years as he lay lame.So 
that It is evident that he did — Mags paupertate quam paraliſi Iaborare-= 
Suffer more by his povetty , than any other infirmicy ; and this will appear 
by a preſident of one that was fick of the like, if not the ſame diſeaſe. He . 
that was ſick of the Palſie, and not of poverty, had four men to attend on 
him, who carried him farder in his bed than the Text doth tell, and were ſo 
induſtrious, or rather audacious, that they did interrupt Chrcilt in his Ser 
mon, and brake up the houſe upon him while he was preaching , which 
theydurR not have done unleſle they had been well paid for their pal 
whic 
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which could not bave bezn exp<&zd of a poor man. But before I proceed 
any farder,we may enquire why Chtitt ſhould ſuffer ſuch diſorder and dam= 
mage tobe done to the houſe in which he was entertained, for the Text 
ſaich, That when they hid broken up the roof of the houle they ler down

A 
PhyStian may ſearch into the nature of the diſeaſe , thatif it cometh by 
7\100-, orfulneſs, it may be cured by Ayg@y», abitinence or emptineſs, 
bur if he enquirz after th2 Powrquoy, or cauſe why he is fick, thatis Mitra 
Crepidam, beyond his Criſis or inquifition. Socrates bing blamed for gi- 
vingan Alms unto a wanderer, his anſwer was, 7 /00% xpon his want , not - 
on bis wandering, ' When Chrilt cured Brtimers of his blindneſs, hedid 
no: wich the Phariſees, queſtion whether it cane by original oraRual fin, 
bu: ſaid unto him, Recezvethy ſight, Ir is rruegthat ickneſs and diſeaſes are 
the ſequels of fin ; and that 1sthe reaſon why our Saviour was never fick,
